Google Ted McElroy and you'll see some 50-70 wpm copying records and 150 
wpm on the mill.. I saw him once in the 1940s receiving over 40 wpm at 
the club in Syracuse. An excerpt: 


In 1922 McElroy entered his first code copying contest and won hands 
down, winning at a speed of 56 words per minute (WPM). From then on he 
was untouchable. He was beaten in 1934, but regained the championship in 
1935. At his last official competition in 1939 in Ashville, North 
Carolina, he won with a speed of 77 WPM. This Continental code record 
was untouchable for almost 60 years and was only recently challenged. 
Ted also was the American Morse code champion and Japanese Kanji code 
champion. 


Ted's phenomenal success at copying code was due in part to this ability 
to type. He could type 150 WPM as recorded by his seventh grade typing 
teacher! He remarked once that he could type three letters for every 
letter that his secretary typed. Needless to say, he also won typing 
contests.

The majority of you are seeing this miscarriage only from the buyer's 

perspective. It seems to be human nature to pay attention only to bad news and i 
gnore the millions of sales where both buyer and seller were satisfied with the 
transaction. I could personally show you about 13,000 examples, not including 
direct sales. Contrary to what virtually all who have commented obviously 

assume, not all sellers are worthless bottom-feeding scum. And not all buyers are 
lily white angels by a long shot. In nine years of buying and selling on 

eBay, my wife and I have accumulated 5 Negatives and 16 Neutrals. One of the 
Negatives would have been justified had we actually done what the lawyer buyer 
said that we did, which was refuse to respond to her message that the item 

wasn't the size the ad said it was (an honest and unintended mistake on our part). 
But she had set her spam blocker to block our attempts to contact her to tell 

her to send it back for a refund. Another guy waited two days after the 

auction ended to tell us we had to ship the item Express Mail and then refused to 
pay the rather large shipping cost increase over ist Class. A third claimed 

that the WW-II Signal Corps wrinkle finish paint he bought was the wrong color 
because it didn't match the original color on the inside of the cabinet he 

wanted to repaint. The interior color is primer of course - and didn't match the 
outside color when the thing was new. 


Anyway, as there are far more buyers than sellers on eBay, there are also far 
more bad buyers than bad sellers. And deliberately crippling sellers as eBay 
is about to do is likely to bring the whole edifice down around their heads. 
We are already looking seriously for other venues.
